At the same time, the rec¬ 
reation budget which the city 
and School Board share 
equally, and the park bud¬ 
get defrayed entirely by the 
city, were each presented by 
the Parks and Recreation 
Commission. Margaret An¬ 
thony, of the commission, 
presided. 

THE RECREATION budget 
totals $21,026. Anticipated 
income of $10,524 would 
shave this to $10,502. City 
and School Board would 
share this at $5,251 each. 

The parks budget calls for 
$23,134, with the city shoul¬ 
dering the entire amount. 
This expense has nothing to 
do with the six-year plan, 
and is met through the 15- 
cent tax. 

Estimated overall cost of 
the six-year plan is $125,000, 
but an estimated $65,000 for 
a nine-hole, seven and one- 
half acre pitch-and-putt golf 
course would be defrayed 
through contract with a pri- 
v a t e concessionaire who 
would construct and operate 
the course. 

HERE THE CITY should 
Teap a profit from the yearly 
rental. At the same time this 
$65,000 from the concession¬ 
aire would reduce the city’s 
cost of the improvement to 
$60,256, or at a rate of $10,000 
a year for the six years 

The six-year plan was de¬ 
vised by a special committee 
of the Parks and Recreation¬ 
al Commission including Art 
C. Albertson, George T. 
Fleming and James F. Aber- 
nethy, assisted by Recre¬ 
ational Director David H. 
Sommers and Assistant City 


Administrator Tom Butch. 

In addition to the golf 
course, the rest of the im¬ 
provements would include 
the following: 

NORTHWEST AREA:

S.M. School Annexation 
Step Upheld in Statement 
Issued by John H. Curtis 

The possible annexation of the Sierra Madre School 
District to the Pasadena City School District raised through 
the recent report of Dr. Irving Melbo, dean of the School 
of Education, University of Southern California, has 
aroused widespread interest throughout Sierra Madre. 

This is especially true following the recent 14 to 3 
vote favoring annexation by the Citizens Educational Ad¬ 
visory Committee. The SIERRA MADRE NEWS is deeply 
indebted to John H. Curtis, president of the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce and a member of the Advisory Com¬ 
mute, for the following exposition of his views on the 
subject: 

Editor, Sierra Madre News: 

A number of my friends have suggested that I write 
you a letter briefly describing my views on the Sierra Madre 
school situation, with respect to unification or possible 
annexation to the Pasadena District. Hence, this letter. 

First of all, I must say that I consider myself a loyal 
Sierra Madrean where I have had my business and home 
for many years. I am proud of Sierra Madre’s cultural at¬ 
tainments, its library and fine schools. 

I have personally identified myself with the last two 
elections at which the people of Sierra Madre voted tax 
increases for the benefit of our schools. I worked for both 
increases. It was my firm conviction that if the schools 
needed the money they should have it, even though it 
increased taxes. 

» * * 

HOWEVER, in the present situation, we have a differ¬ 
ent choice. Because of the law recently passed by the 
State Legislature, Sierra Madje’s honeymoon days are 
numbered. We will not much longer be able to send half 
our school grades—from the 7th to the 12th inclusive—to 
Pasadena, and retain our cherished identity as an inde¬ 
pendent school district. 

This golden privilege will soon end. We will now be 
required to unify and build our own junior and senior 
high schools, or become affiliated with another district, 
preferably with Pasadena and preferably through an¬ 
nexation. 

Our junior and senior high school students already 
attend Pasadena schools, junior students by contract and 
senior students because we are already a part of the 
Pasadena High School District, helping to build such 
buildings.

PASADENA Elementary and High School District, on 
the other hand, with its $380,216,000 worth of tax assessed 
property, has a bonding capacity of $38,021,000 and total 
existing bonded indebtedness of only $16,445,000, leaving 
an untouched balance of $21,576,000, which is indeed ample 
to defray the costs of constructing any needed additional 
elementary and high school buildings. It is estimated that 
the contemplated new high school building there would 
not cost more than $10,000,000 at the very outside. 

In relation to the above it should be borne in mind 
that Sierra Madre has only $14,000 worth of assessed prop¬ 
erty for each of its pupils, while Pasadena, with its bigger 
business districts and greater industrial areas, has $17,000 
in such property for each of its pupils. 

This difference is noticeably reflected in the Pasadena 
Elementary School tax rate of $1.60 plus, compared to Sierra 
Madre’s rate of $1.87. 

This difference will undoubtedly become greater with 
passing time, considering Sierra Madre’s industrial limita¬ 
tions. However, if the voters of Sierra Madre should appove 
the bond issue, as fantastic as such action would be, the 
cost of retiring these bonds and cost of paying interest on 
borrowed money and paying it back, would add greatly 
to our already high tax load. More than that, this new, 
necessarily high tax load would be saddled on fewer tax¬ 
payers, because of the required acquisition of some 30 acres 
of land, now improved and now paying taxes, which would 
then be removed from tax roles, once more sending tax 
rates upward.

IT IS IMPOSSIBLE to project accurately what our new 
tax rates would be, should we attempt unification, but it 
is indeed utter folly to think for a moment that it would not 
be far higher than even at present, and indeed much 
higher than it would be if we were to join with Pasadena. 

If I thought that our becoming annexed to the Pasa¬ 
dena School District would result in the slightest lowering 
of our educational standards, I would hesitate to vote for 
it, however difficult or well nigh impossible unification 
would be. 

But I cannot believe Sierra Madre schools would suffer 
in any way and actually believe that we would be able to 
enjoy vastly expanded educational facilities now denied 
to Sierra Madre pupils. 

With this overwhelming probability of having still 
better schools, and the positive certainty of having them 
at a far lower tax cost than we would have under unifica¬ 
tion, even if such a hazardous adventure could succeed, I 
have come to the conclusion that annexation to Pasadena 
makes pretty good sense.

I COMPLIMENT the Sierra Madre Advisory Committee, 
of which I am a member, which has voted by a margin of 
14 to 3 in favor of such annexation, from the standpoint 
of economy. 

I am not, however, undertaking nor am I in any way 
authorized to speak for this committee, nor any other 
organization in Sierra Madre, of which I am a member. 
I speak only my own convictions. 

But I must point out that if our action is delayed far 
into next year, that we run the risk of automatically assum¬ 
ing a liability on the new bond issue voted by Pasadena 
High School District, of which we are now a part, and of 
having our share of this indebtedness to pay off, deriving 
no benefit therefrom, should our chosen course thereafter 
be unification. 

I would hate to think of having to help build a new 
high school and not being able to use it, and then setting 
out to build our own new high and junior high school 
buildings at such a cost that it would throttle Sierra Madre 
progress for years to come.

Sawtelle, coming to Sierra 
Madre on May 5, 1910. 

IN SIERRA MADRE, F. H. 

Hartman purchased the drug 
store of W. E. Bechleheimer 
who preferred his mining 
and smelting interests to 
pharmaceuticals. Young 
Hartman was then a junior 
in high school but w'as even 
then serving his five-year 
apprenticeship as a pharma¬ 
cist and with his father as 
mentor. This was the custom 
in those days. 

An interesting sidelight is 
that the Hartman Pharmacy 
today is at the same loca¬ 
tion as then, but the former 
site contained an apartment 
as well as the drug store. 
The Hartmans occupied both. 

“Those days I slept in that 
building,” remarks Mr. Hart¬ 
man, “for we had our home 
in the same building as the 
pharmacy.”
